Its 
population is made up of people from every 
state and country, and you will pas&on.Fttui- 
sylvania avenue the representatives of evury 
nation on tho face of the globe. Washington 
has 60,000 negroes in-the ^0/X» people, who 
make up its populatlon^anil there ore no other, 
negroenJiie these. Manyof them ar» highly 
educated, and on Sunday some ot the best 
dressed dudes -whoetrut along Connecticot 
avenue have faces as black aa A newly

polished shoo. Tho dusty belles with them 
affect bright colors and gaudy raiment, and 
the colored citizen of th&capltal is bound to 
bo prominent Ho is prominenVtoo, and that 
Justly eo. Life means as much to him as to 
you, and this negro population of Washing- 
ton bos a society of Its own and ithos as many 
castes and sets as have the 'whites. It has its 
literary clubs and its^ocial organizations, 


Itcompr'^es manyfinsurance societies on 


tho mutual plan, ondvthese are divided into 
orders known as the-. Hoses-of Sharon, the 
Lilies of tho Valley, tho-'Daughters or the 
Lord, etc, Theso orders come-out etrongly 
at colored funerals, And they<faave their gay 
bibs and bonnets, which thoywoar as badges.' 
The Lilies of tho Valley^for* instance, mar 
have a bonnet of blu&ondJaiwopron. of red, 
and their black faces <ekine-<>ut of these-as 
they-inoroh in line tottfas grave. 


Tho colored citizeniatCWashington'to.«spe- 


clally prominontat tliesayfrincrala, I have 
known servant girls to spend a whote 
month's wages In gettln^aready for end tak- 
ing a carriage to go to a friend's . funeral, 
and the funerals of even1 the poorest of the 
colored population havooscoro of carriages 
in tho procession, and-as & rule these car- 
riages have white driver* 


Many of the coloredxdtlzens-«»re in office. 


They receive good-salaries,.and they act as 
messengers and iu eomo Jnstencee as salaried 
clerks. There are <u number of colored girls 
in tho government ^printing.'office, and the 
colored schools of •tho*apitaL«re taught by 
negroes. Tho two-racoRdo«not.«ittend .the 
some schools in .Washington, and there-aro 
some academies >and charitable-institutions 
for tho-educationfofltbe colored - people- here. 
Howard university Is-dwoted entirely to the 
education of tbe colored people of both sezee,

and it turns out embryonic lawyers, doctors 
and teachers every year. Ithnsogood-cuTr 
rlculum and good, professors, and tho pupils 
do well. I know one Washington real estate 
man, who is colored, who has made consider- 
able money. There is, a negro banker-who 
lends out money at-10 percent, a month to 
his fellows, and thore aro negro clerks In 
many of the groceries of Washington. They 
have -as a rule the lower positions. But they 
are the eorvante of the capital, and they do 
all tho fetching and carrying, Negro ser- 
vant girls here get from j>0 to $15 a month 
and board. They make ordinarily good ser-' 
vants, but many of' them are shiftless, and- 
you will find OB many dishonest aa bonesb 
As a rule,, the good servants have been 
brought up in good families in slavery times 
and have either been slaves themselve&or are 
tho children of slaves. There are a few good 
cooks among them, and they make as a rule 
good nurses. 


Thero aro hundreds of colored men here 


carrying on little businesses of their own, 
and these businesses aro of all kinds, from 
theoollingof ico cream and oysters to tbo 
coal and wood merchant on a small scala In 
little, shanties in tbo fashionable part of tba 
dty on by streets you will find many an old' 
aunty whoso stock in trade Is a barrel of 
flour, a little, salt, sugar and potatoes, some 
tobacco and a few glass jars of candy. Her 
sign, as a rule, has l«en made by herself and 
tho letters aro of all shapes and sizes. The j 
read like tho characters on th<3 obelisk or • 
Chinese tea box, and -thoy may in the future 
ba construed as the hieroglyphics of a past 
»ge.

Not nil of the colored citizens of Washing- 


ton aro poor. Many are well-to-do and some 
livo in houses which have cost $4,000 or 
$5,000 and upwards to build. Tho north- 
western uart of tho dty, which is now fash- 
ionable. Washington, was squatted upon by 
negroes bef oro tho city took its turn in this 
direction. Thoy.bought their little lots and 
bold to them, and there are negroes now 
living in shanties here on. lots that aro worth 
$5,000 to $10,000 each. They know the value 
of their land and manage in some way to 
pay the taxes. Tbey know that property Is 
increasing every day and they do not sell. 
It is this that makes Washington so much ot

Bemarks at the Garver Family Re- 


union—la« of the Officers. 


It is estimated that fully 600 people 


attended the first reunion of the Garver 
family at Oakland Park yesterday, all 
coming with well-filled baskets and join- 
ing in the picnic dinner. In the party 
were about 135 members ot the numer- 
ous Garver family. Uncle David Garver 
was the patriarch of the party and the 
only surviving son of Christian Garver, 
whose children have descendants aggre- 
gating 485, as stated in last evening's 
issue. The dinner being disposed of, 
there was general speech-making. 


Uncle David Garver, president of the 
association, delivered a neat address of 
welcome, making allusions to his early 
experience in Maoon county and his life 
in the Garver settlement in Whitmore 
township, settled in 1840. 


John G. Keller, of Monticello, secretary 


of the association, read a very carefully 
prepared chronological history of the 
Garver family, dating back to 1730 when 
Jacob Gerber came to America from 
Switzerland and settled in Lancaster 
county, Pa. The names of Jacob's chil- 
dren were given together with their 
children. Christian Garver was one of 
bis sons. His children form the Illinois 
and Ohio Garvers, and David Garver is 
one ot his sons. David's children are 
Mrs. Catherine Sohock, of Whitmore; A. 
M. Garver, of Cerro Gordo; D. M. Gar- 
ver, of Monticello, and Felix M. Garver 
ind Mrs. A. N. Diehl, of Decatur. He 
had 13 grandchildren and one great- 
grandchild at the reunion. 


Ex-Supervisor Christian H. Garver, of 
Whitmore township, son of the late 
Jacob Garver and nephew of David Gar- 
ver, entertained the family and friends 
with incidents of the early settlement of 
\Iaoon county by the Garvers, telling of 
;heir pioneer struggles. When the fam- 
ly came here it was thought the timber 
.and was more valuable than the prairie, 
and most of the purchases were then 
made in the timber sections. Time has 
demonstrated that prairie land was more 
valuable and the Garvers were quick to 
see it. 
They own some of the finest 
irairie farms in the county. 


Samuel B. Garver, of Former City, a 
veteran of the late war and member of 
IJemons Post No. 211, spoke at some 
length and with fluency on the benefits 
of family reunions. He was fond of army 
and family reunions and thought they 
ought to occur more frequently. 


Abraham H. Garver, of Argenta, 


nephew of David Garver, gave interesting 
jeneral remarks on the work of the fam- 
ly in pioneer times. 


Rev. A. C. Scott, of Argenta, pastor o£ 


ihe U. B. church and a guest of the fam- 
ily, made a short talk which provoked 
considerable merriment. 


Judge W. E. Nelson, of Deoatur, an 
old friend of the family, made the closing 
iddress of the occasion, alluding to 
;he family in complimentary terms, 
speaking particularly of his personal

David 
Carver, whom he had always found 
,o be an upright, honorable man, a 
citizen ever ready to engage m any lau- 
dable undertaking. Like the preceding 
speakers, the Judge spoke of the chris- 
aau activity of the family and their 
influence for good.

'orth laughter and applause.

SOME HOMES OF COLORED PEOrLE. 


A great deal of the truck (arming about 


Washington ia done by n^roes, and they 
bring their produce Into the market in carts 
with a broken down mule, as a rule, drawing 
thorn. Bock of the market you will see, win- 
ter and summer, old aunties, quaintly dressed, 
squatting down on the ground, with a little 
bit of sassafras, some twisted tobacco, and, 
perhaps, a half dozen eggs about them for 
sale. In the winter they have fires In pots or 
pans filled with coals, over which they warm 
their hands and make their coffee, and In'tLe 
summer they bring great loads of wild flow- 
ers In to soil. They ore very polite, and they 
will burst out into a loud bawl haw I or yahl 
yah! at tho least compliment or kind word. 


Speaking of carts, tho most of the hauling 


of the capital is by mule carts, and the col- 
ored man driving the one eyed mule is a com- 
mon sight here. 


Washington is a city of colored.caterers. 


There are thousands of people here living in 
rooms, and many of these have their meals 
served by caterers. Bomo of the colored 
caterers havo largo establishments, and I 
know of ono who has made quite a fortune 
at tho business. He bos now a largo board- 
ing honso just above the Arlington hotel, 
facing McPherson square, and he has mode, 
I venture to soy, at least $20,000 out of ped- 
dling inoals. He will furnish you your break- 
fast and dinner evory day for a month for 
$25. and a very good breakfast and dinner It 
will be. He furnishes the dishes aud table 
cloth, and his wagon brings your meals hot 
to your table. The colored man makes a 
good cook and Wormley made a fortune out 
of cooking. Wormley's hotel is still one of 
tho best at the capital, and it has rooms 
which command $8 and more a day. Worm- 
ley left {100,000 when he died, and he began 
his life by driving a cart. One of his sons be 
sent to Paris to be educated as a cook, anil his 
boys now manage the hotel.
